4. AFTERNOON SEPT. 27 MISOFES REVIEWED PROBABLE GENERAL 
CMTE VOTE ON INSCRIPTION WITH AMB UM SIM AND RKG UN 
MISSION COUNSELOR, WITH LONG BORET PRESENT EOR PART OF 
SESSION. ASSUMING ECUADOR (PRESIDENT) NOT VOTING AND

5. ACTIVE AND WELL-STAFFED KHMER DELEGATION FROM ITS

IT HAS WIDESPREAD AND SYMPATHETIC SUPPORT WHICH COULD BE 
TRANSLATED INTO FAVORABLE VOTES ON AN ISSUE OF SUBSTANCE. 

ON OTHER HAND, WE SEE ACTION OF ALGIERS NON-ALIGNED 
CONFERENCE IN "RECOGNIZING" SIHANOUK AS MOBILIZING

AGAINST RKG. EVEN THOUGH NUMEROUS DELS ABSTAINED OR

6. KHMER CONTINUING EFFORTS DEFEAT INSCRIPTION. IF AND 
WHEN RES SURFACES, WE CAN BETTER ASSESS CHANCES OF 
INSCRIPTION IN GC. WE BELIEVE THAT WE SEVERELY DAMAGE 
OUR CHANCES OF DEFEATING SUBSTANTIVE RES IF WE FIGHT AND 
LOSE ON INSCRIPTION IN GC OR WIN BY NARROW MARGIN SINCE, 

IN LATTER CASE, THERE POSSIBILITY GA MIGHT 
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OVERTURN GC RECOMMENDATION AND VOTE TO INSCRIBE NEW 
ITEM ANYWAY. IF SOVIETS ONLY WILLING TO ABSTAIN, WE 
WOULD WISH CONSIDER POSSIBILITY OF ALLOWING ITEM BE

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7. WE HAVE ALSO COMPARED NOTES WITH UK MISSION
